The measurements for the Spring season need to be completed on or before June 20. | have been
informed that AWE’s consultant, Acentech, is looking to mobilize the equipment in the field on
or about May 27. I am reaching out to you to obtain your permission to have Acentech, AWE’s
consultant, contact you and access your property to conduct the second round of post-
construction monitoring.
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Please know that the post-construction monitoring survey requirement is separate from the
complaint assessment and validation provisions in the rules, for which Cavanaugh Tocci
Associates was retained as a third-party expert as required by the Certificate.
